Cencerning the 
sales of grain, Bucharest answered, that 
this was altogether an economic question 
and that the responsible authority must 
necessarily safeguard the economic in+ 
terests of a country, which cannot be 
deprived of its sources of gain.

Pastor ef the Madison Avenue

WANTS A LARGER AUDIENCE 


Clergyman Sees as Great a Need for 
Spiritual as for Physical 
Preparedness. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles A. Eaton, who 
has been pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Baptist Church for the last seven years, 
tendered his-resignation, to take effect 
‘on. Feb. j, to his. congregation at 
yesterday morning’s ~services in - the 
church. His action came as a-surprise 
to nearly every one in the church. In 
a signed statement, which he read to 
those present Dr. Eaton said that he 
felt. the time had come when he could 
leave his present work without serious 
detriment to the interests of the church. 

In discussing his resignation last even- 
ing Dr. Eaton said that he intended to 
devote himself in the future largely to 
writing. He has written several books 
on religious topics in the past, and he 
said last night that he had been work- 
ing on one book for fifteen years, which 
he hoped to have time to finish in the 
near future. This book, Dr. Eaton 
told a Trmes reporter, is to be in the 
form of a novel, but is intended to pre- 
sent serious subjects for consideration. 

‘If my life is spared,”’ the letter says 
further, “it is my purpose after a brief 
rest to devote myself by voice and pen 
to the great work of spiritual and social 
reconstruction which is made necessary 
and must follow the present world war, 
and in which our beloved country must 
play a large part. In common with the 
rest of the world, America is entering 
upon a new age, and I feel it my duty, 
so far as-I may be able, to help in the 
forming of public opinion and in the 
interpretation of the vast and compll- 
cate problems which, confront us.” 

“‘I think the moral world faces the 
question of whether it has resources 
enough to recover after the present 
war,” Dr. Eaton said last night, “ -~ 
I feel that it is the duty of — 
to find that field in which. he feels that 
he can serve the most people best dur- 
ing this period of reconstruction that 
the world faces. I hope to be able to 
continue much of my present work and 
at the same time to reach a larger 
audience er writing and lecturing. 
I am strongly in favor of physical pre- 
paredness for this ‘country, but I feel 
that no ships or armies can take the 
place of the i. preparedness that 
we lack, that I can do eate 
service in” the future by reaching a 
larger audience.” 

Dr. Baton was born in Canada and 
was graduated from the Newton Theo- 
logical Seminary in Massachusetts. He 
was the son of American parents and 
a member of an old New England 
family. Aftet ‘studying for the min- 
istry he went abroad as a _— corre- 
spondent for The Toronto Globe, and on 
his return worked for some. time as an 
editor of that newspaper. Before 
coming to this city he was for eight 
years astor of the Euclid Avenue Bap- 

urch in. Cleveland. With his 
wite and six children, Dr. Eaton — 
in Plainfield, N. J. He said last ni 
that~he would continue. to ani * 
home in Plainfield.

FIELD SERVICE IMPRACTICAL 


Senators Favor Confining Continen- 
tal Force to Cities, with Drills 
Like National Guard’s.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Admin- 
istration and the Democratic leaders in 
Congress have reached the conclusion 
that the time has arrived when some 
positive effort must be made to reach 
an agreement on the scope and. char- 
acter of the national defense program 
if there is to be any adequate prepared- 
ness legislation at the present session 
of Congress. The situation in Congress 
with respeet to the recommendations of 
the President and the Secretaries of 
War and the Navy has become s0 con- 
fused that practical chaos prevails, with 
many men of many minds arguing for 
or against this or that scheme of mili- 
tary and naval increase. Most of the 
criticism has been leveled at the 
Continental Army plan, which ; em- 
bodies the formation of a force of 400,- 
000 citizen soldiers who will receive in- 
tensive training for two months in each 
of two years and will remain on the 
reserve list for three additional years. 

Preparations are now under way to 
|have a conference of Democratic leaders 
in Congress with President Wilson and 
other high officers of the Administration 
for the purpose of arranging a com- 
promise that will result in the enactment 
of the legislation needed to put the 
nation in a better state of defense. 
Recently there has’ been an increasing 


tendency in the House of Representa- ' 


tives to favor an increase in the State 
militia organizations and to abandon the 
Continental Army plan, which many 
members) think is not feasible on ac- 
count of the feature that will .require 
those Who enlist to be away from their 
regular employments for two months 
each year during the. period of active 
service. 

Discussion along this line has. been 
coupled with the ‘suggestion that the 
militias of the several States be Fed- 
eralized, that is, put as far as possible 
under the direct control of the National 
Government. But the claim has been 
advanced that it is impossible to Fed- 
eralize the militia without amending the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
the showing of legal authorities made in 
this connection has impressed. many 
Congressmen.

Warnings of Attacks Stir Can- 
ada—Explosive Planted at 
Wingham—German Held. 


TROOPS ROUSED IN NIGHT 


Buglers Throw Towns Into a 
Panic—Rumor of Attempt on 
Bridge Opposite Buffalo.

LONDON, Ontario, Feb. 6.—Following 
fires and arrests of alleged German 
agents at ‘points in Western Ontario 
guards on munitions plants, public 
buildings, bridges, and railways are 
being doubled. Since the Parliament 
House fire at Ottawa and the sup- 
posed’ incendiary blaze at the Hespeler 
shell factory a box of cordite, with fuse, 


has been found in a car of frelgh t in 
the railway yards at Wingham.\ An 
investigation was started, and today 
Adolph Schatte, who admits being a 
native German and a former army man, 
was arrested. In his possession were 
found numerous papers, -all in German. 
These were confiscated and sent to the 
Dominion Police at Ottawa. Schatte is 
being held, and extra guards have been 
placed at the armories-and other build- 
ings at Wingham. 

A general alarm ‘has spread through 
the province, and precautionary steps 
are being taken everywhere. The Gov- 
ernment, it. is announced, will provide 
guards for the railway bridges and other 
important points.~. 

Extra guards were placed on the 
grain elevators at Port Colborne to- 
night.

Bridge Seare at Fort Erie.

FORT ERIE, Ontario, Feb. 6.—Because 
of reports that a plot had beén discov- 
ered to blow up the international bridge 
here, as well as two similar structures 
at Niagara Falls, the Canadian military 
officials today doubled all guards about 
public buildings and bridges in this sec- 
tion. The excitement was intensified to- 
night when, rumors gained currency that 
guards on the big Wabash Railroad 
bridge saw two men creeping along on 
the shore ice below. The guards called to 
the intruders to halt and, according to 
the story, the men ran and the guards 
fired, The officers refused to make any 
statement, saying that thé shooting had 
not been reported,. Many persons in 
Fort Erie say they saw. the affair.

With few exceptions, the press. is 
standing squarely behind the Govern- 
ment.

Zeitung, which merely sound a warning 
voice against playing into the hands 
of. the English by any. precipitate emo- 
tional action. These papers call on the 
Government to take all factors into con- 
sideration, including all the possible 
consequences, before taking a step 
which is felt to be so momentous. 


Naval Circles Aroused.

EUROPE TO NEED MONEY 
FROM US AFTER WAR 


Financial Expert Sees Flood of 
Gold Returning There 


For Investment. 


ROMB, Jan. 20, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)+While Europe 
will have to pay tribute to the United 
States as the centre of the world’s 
wealth after the war, the United States 
also will be compelled to make huge 
investments in urope, according to 
George B. Page, banker and financier. 

Mr. Page, who has been established 
in Italy for A eee? of a century, al- 
though’ a Virginian born, said during 
an interview on the present and future 
relations of the United States with Eu- 
rope, and particularly Italy: 

The whole world is now consider- 
ing tariff problems, the Europeans to 
get money to pay interest on their war 
loans, and the United States to shut out 
products of forei industry that it ex- 
pécts will come into sharp competition 
with its own manufacturers so soon as 
the war is over. ;

The city cannot afford permanently 
to do business with an exhausted credit. 
To meet the ordinary expenses of its 
daily life.is not enough. Prudence re- 
quires’ a reasonable preparation for 
emergencies, to which it is ex 
equally with individuals,” the report 
says. The committee recommends $50, 

.000 as a reasonable margin of Tr 
rowing capacity. 

he committee criticises the city’s 
sinking funds because they contain lit- 
tle more than city securtties and says 

they emount to nothing more than 
a-retirement pro tanto of such bonds 
and securities.” The report then rec- 
ommends serial bonds instead of the 
sinking fund variety. 

he maintenance of the sinking 
funds involves. many transactions 
which cannot bé carried out without 
considerat le expense,” the report con- 
tinves They are misleading because 
they involve the idea of security. If 
pit of -them could. be. abolished 

t. would be without the loss of 
any security to. the bondholders, and 
simplify the statement of the city’s 
finances. So far as practicable, future 
issues of bonds should be made upon 
the serial bond plan.” 

The report then. takes up the matter 
of county expenses-in the oy of New 
York: It points out that ‘they have 
inereased from ° $2,848,000 in 1898, to 
—2 in 1016. about $5,000,000 be- 
ng mandatory. : 

“While the committee,” the report 
says, “‘ has not as yet inquired into the 
expenses of the several county officers 
witha view to making ‘specific recom- 
mendations, it has no hesitation in de- 
claring that the sem is wrong and 
should be correct by placi the ad- 
ministration under an élective board. If 
@ reasonable concurrence of Legislators 
from. the city cannot be obtained upon 
such a measure, a bill should be passed 
putting the Board of Estimate in full 
control of all county expenses, other 
than the salaries of elective and judi- 
cial officers, subject to. a referendum.

Service Board Expenses 


Considering the Public Service Com- 
mission the report says: 

** An injustice is done the city in levy- 
ing upon its taxpayers the cost of the 
regulative charges of the Public Service 
Commission of the First District, 
amounting to about $500,000: annually. 
The Public Service Commission of the 
Second District is maintained by the 
State and has jurisdiction within the 
city. “The Public Service Commission 
of the First District, having jurisdiction 
within the city, should be equally main- 
tained by the State. in this’ respect 
each performs State and not local fyunc- 
tions, and this relief should not be post- 
poned by reason of any proposed reor- 
ganization of the Public Service Com- 
missions of the State. The constructive 
bills of the Public Service Commission 
of the First District should at. once be 
placed. under the control of the Board 
of Estimate.” 

On the old question of roads the report 
has this to say: — 

‘Without prejudice to the considera- 
tion by the committee or the Legisla- 
ture of the claim presented by, the com- 
mittee in, relation to the construction 
of roads, the committee recommends 
the immediate enactment of laws pro- 
hibiting the further construction by the 
State of roads in cities unless upon a 
just apportionment between all the cities 
in the State, and prohibition of the ex- 
penditure of State moneys for the main- 
tenance of caunty roads, including the 
repeal of existing statutes. providing for 
the care of particular county roads.”’ 

For years up-State legislators have 
been getting appropriations for local 
roads, while New York City has been 
shut out, although it pays 70 per cent. 
of moneys thus expended, 

In reply to another oft-repeated com- 
plaint of New York City, the report 


says: 

‘“*Objection has also been made to the 
committee that normal schools in the 
State without the city are maintained at 
State expense, while such instruction is 
given in the city at city expense. If 
the city desires the State to take over 
its normal college or other educational 
institutions doing work within “the city 
which the State supports without the 
city the request should be granted. The 
committee will give a special hearing 
at Ae at which all interested in 
this legislation may be heard.”’ 

With reference to new sources of rev; 
enue. the report says: 

“‘The committee is _prepared now to 
recommend at the additional excise 
tax levied in 1915, if made pérmanent, be 
divided between the State and its muni- 
cipalities. “It also recommends that the 
automobile tax be equally divided ‘be- 
tween the State and the counties, but to 
remain available for road construction 
or maintenance only,.’”’ 

The report recommends that the fees 
of the Sheriff’s office of the County of 
New York, about $460,000 annually, be 
paid into the City Treasury, and that

The Rev. Dr. Samuel Schulman, rabbi 
of the.

Bankers Have Little Confidence 
in His Suocess in 
Mexico. 


CONDITIONS. THERE CHAOTIC 


Immense Obligations ' in Default— 
Could Be Met Only by Outside 
Ald, Which Seems Remote. 


Well-informed” financiers who have 
gone into Mexico with capital for de- 
velopment work profess to see no hope 
for the ‘Cafranza Government so long 
as the United Statés maintains its pres- 
ent attitude of well-wishing aloofness. 
According to some prominent bankers, 
who profess to know more about the 
situation across the border than offi- 
cials of the State Department, because, 
as they put it, the latter do not have to 
pay cash for their mistakes as the bank- 
ers do, it is only a question of weeks 
or months before Carranza goes the 
way of Madero and Huerta and Villa. 
After that, it is expected, there will be 
another revolution, the destruction of 
more property, and the temporary ele- 
vation of a new President: 

Expression of this view followed the 
report emanating from Washington to 
the effect that a representative of the 
Carranza Government had sounded New 
York bankers on the matter of lending 
sands to his party and had been re- 

se 


He was not refused, but only because 
he did not ask, it was said by the men 
with' whom he would have had to deal 
in Mexican matters. It was understood 
that an agent from Carranza’s staff 
came to ew York with a view to 
sounding out possibilities of obtaining 
funds here, but that he absorbed so 
much in the atmosphere that he did not 
subject himself to the inevitable refusal 
which ang overtures he might have 
made would have breught tpon him. 

Bankers and their customers have 
lost so much money on their Mexican 
ventures that no inducement pig 

rte@d by an official pledge of the 

nited States. Government has any at- 
traction for them. 

The present state of Mexico's finances 
is appalling. No obligation of any kind 
has been met since the end of 1914. The 
various Governments that have enjoyed 
brief periods of power have ruined the 
country’s credit almost beyond repair. 
The Mexican per dollar, normally 
worth nearly cents in American 
money, is now selling at 5 cents. Fiat 
money and various issues put out with- 
out a proper basis have made people 
skeptical of any currency but gold, 
The natural sources of revenue, through 
the customs and other forms of taxa- 
tion, have been drained, and the people 

enerally have lost their means of live- 

hood because of the absence of pro- 
tection necessary to the conduct of 
business. 


Obligations in Default. 


Mexican Government obligations now 
in default. are the following: 

Consolidated internal 3 per cent. debt, 
$42,915,000, on which the interest was 
due June 380, 1914, and has accumu- 
lated subsequently; 5 per cent. consol- 
idated silver loan, put out through 
Glyn, Mills, Currie & Co., in London, 
$90,933,000 with the interest due on and 
since ril 1, 1914; 5 per cent. external 
consolidated gold loan of 1899, issued 
through Morgan, Grenfell & Co., jin 
London, $48,000,000, with interest due 
since e middle of 1914; 4 per cent. 
gold bonds of 1904, sold through Speyer 
Bros., im London, $37,037,000, with the 
coupons since June 1, 1914; 4 per cent. 
external loan of 1910 to convert or re- 
deem the loan of 1899, ,000, with 
interest since July 1, 1914; 6 per cent.

Unpaid interest on these loans amounts 
approximately to $25,000,000 to date, 
and there is little prospect of any set- 
tlement.

Destruction of Property. 


The operations of the various revolu- 
tionary bodies have been accompanied 
by the wanton destruction of thousands 
of heads of capital cattle, and by burn- 
ing and theft until there are few of the 
once great haciendas that have any- 
thing left but the ground. These acts 
have drained Mexico's life blood, so that, 
without help from outside, there is no 
hope of building up the country’s credit 
again. Bankers who have been active 
in Mexican affairs say that, even if the 
present Government were strongly in- 
trenched, it could obtain no funds 
abroad, owing to its inability to obtain 
revenues to meet current expenses. 

A solution of the deplorable situation, 
in the opinion of some American bank- 
ers 
people were to invite this Gov- 
ernment to send a commission to take 
charge of the collection and disburse- 
ment of Government revenues until the 
defaulted obligations are redeemed. 

Bankers are not hopeful, however, that 
the Mexican people will invite this coun- 
try to tuke charge of their finances, 
and the Wilson Administration is not 
expected, from its attitude in the mat- 
ter of letting the country work out its 
own salvation, to attempt to impose a 
suzerainty on Mexico. 


VILLA NEAR CHIHUAHUA CITY 


Said to Have Visited the Rio Tinto

EL PASO, Texas, Feb. 6.—General

The committee, which appro- 
priates $20,000 annually for the purpose 
of educating feeble-minded persons and 
rreparing them for suitable vocational 
employment, has decided to extend the 
scope of its work in,many States, and 
has found the necessity of obtaining 
teachers competent to carry out its 
lans. Classes for the instruction of de- 
ectives have been organized by Boards 
of Education in various cities and. in 
eonnection with many charitable in- 
stitutions, both publicly and privately 
endowed. ij

Curator Ditmars Hae Attack Sim- 
lar to Qne Made on Keeper 
Duplicated In Part,

The rule of safety first ja to be rigidly 
enforced in the Reptile House in the 
Zoological Park, the Bronx, where 
ever since John Toomey nearly lost his 
life through the bite of a Texas rattle- 
snake Raymond L. Ditmars, the Curator 
of Reptiles, has been at work on the 
best kind of preparedness against just 
such occurrences. He announced yester- 
day that he had a plan which will prac- 
tically insure the safety of every keeper 
engaged in the perilous task of caring 
for the splendid collection of poisonous 
reptiles in the park. 

The plan is being carried out under 
the direction of Dr. Ritel Brazil, ‘the 
Brazilian scientist whose snake serum 
saved Toomey’s life. The doctor satled 
on Saturday on the Lamport & Holt 
liner Verban for his home, He took with 
him @ collection of two baffaed rattlers 
ten feet long, four Norida moccasins, 
two Florida diamond-backs, a large Gila 
monster, and a few small byt very 
| deadly American snakes. Dr. Brazil is 
head of the Institute of Serum-Therapy 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil. It is his intention 
to study the snakes in his American 
collection; and experiment with their 
venom in order to find for each a sérum 
that will counteract the deadly poison of 
each species, As, success attends each 
of. his series of e riments he will fore 
ward to Curator Ditmara a tube of the 
new serum with instructions for its use,

In this way a fresh 
supply will be kept always on hand. 

r. Brazil came to this country ‘with 
a party of Brazilian scientists. Inter- 
ested in reptiles, one of the first places 
he visited upon his arriv her¢é was 
the Reptile oune, in the roan Se ¥00- 
logical Garden. He met 
four’ days before Toomey was tten 
and as soon as that happened the 
tor got in touch with the scien hy] 
the latter provided the serum, "It is 
obtained from a snake common in Bra- 
j il which is more nearly’ related to the 
‘rattler of this country than any other 
| northern snake from which serum have 
| pore taken, It is known only as an 
anti-rattlesnake serum. 

The method by which Dr, Brazil] ob- 
tains his texin is the result of more than 
ten years’ unremittin Crpérimentation, 
in the course of which used many 
thousands of the — eadly Sout 

erican snakes. After many tetures 
he fipally suceeeded in attaining nie ge 
rum by inoculating each snake wi its 
ewn poison and making a culture thereof. 
It was found that these cultures were ef- 
ficacious tn the case of bites of this par- 
ticular species. 

The task to which he will set himself 
upon his arrival in Sao Paulo is to find a 
toxin that can be used as a cure for the 
bites of the various species found in Ne 
United States. It means that he will 
have to conduct a separate investigation 
in the case of each a0 pecies. Before sail- 
ing the doctor told Curator Ditmars tha 
he believed he would be able to fi 
| the cute for eaen poisonous snake bite. 

Because of the interest aroused in the 
case of Keeper Toomey, Mr. Di 
| hasfhad moving pictures taken of the 
i great Texan rattler, whose fangs nearly 
‘caused the death of his keeper, 
‘Through several thousand feet of film 
the great snake is made to reaet the 

‘ striking "' of the keeper. The pictures 
all show what happened after the acci- 
dent. ‘There is the rush of keepers and 
the anake is caught up and examined 
for mouth sores and other symptoms 
upon which the nature of the treatment 
is determined. 

‘¢It rs difficult to realize the amount 
of attention the attack upon Toome 
made,’” said Mr. Ditmars. I received 
inqu ries from all parts ef the country 
and many and yaried * the suggese 
tions that reached us to the Beat 
way of caring for a bs eS poisoned by 
a snake bite or for charming away the 
bad effect of the poison.

THE MILITIA QUESTION. 

While Congress is considering the 
passage of the Militia Pay biit as an 

alternative to the acceptance of Sec- 
retary GaBuison’s plan of a Continental 
Army of eitizen soldiers wholly under 
Federal control, and so many influ- 
ential members of the National Guard 
are demanding what they call Federal- 
ization of that bedy, it would be well 
if the people could be induced to give 
some attention to thé important ques- 
tion involved. In the Constitution of 
the United States, Article VHI., Con- 
gress is empowered, by Section 15: 

To provide for calling forth the 
militia ta exectite the Igawa of the 
Union, suppress ingurrections, and re- 
pel invasions; 

And by Séction 16: 

T6 previde for organising, arming, 
and disciplining the militia, and for 
\governing guch part of them as may 

be employed in the service of the 
United States, reserving to the States 
respectively the appointment of officers 
and the authority of training the 
militia, under the discipline prescribed 
by Congress. 

It séemg that these two sections 
shottld be taken together, -If so the 
Constitution limits natlonal control of 
the State troops to the time of in- 
surrections and threatened invasions, 
and even thén forbids the Federal 
Government to interferé with . the 
States’ pre in the appointment 
af officers. Nevertheless, Congress 
passed in 1903, and amended in 1908, 
* An act to promote the. efficiency 
of the militia,” dividing the militia 
into, two classes, organized and un- 
organised. Under that law the un- 

organized militia comprises every able- 
bedied male citizen and every able- 
bodied male of foreign birth who has 
déclared his intention to become a 
citizen, between. the ages of 18 and 45, 
while the organized militia ig the Na- 
tional Guard.

“He must be taken 
im han@ by the community and taught 
to know the path of patriotism and 
duty. Familiarity with the country’s 
language and with its ftdeals and in- 
stitutions will make the immigrant as 
loyal and devoted as any other citizens 
under our flag. Organizations like the 
League of Foreign Born Citizens, which 
is working disinterestedly to this 
end, deserve support and courage- 
ment.

agement from. the steady flow of trade 
and industrial news which tells the 
story of great activity at profitable 
prices. We dwelt last week at some 
length upon the influence of internat 


| market conditions, with special refer- 


ence to the decreased buying power. of 
the Street brought about by the rea- 
sonable exaction- of large margins 
both in brokers’ accounts and in bank 
loans. The direction of that influ- 
ence is opposite to that exertéd by the 


forces were present throughout last 
week’s market, for they are underly- 
ing forces, but the balafhce of power 
lay with the exte 1 favorable fac- 
tors rather than with the internal un- 
favorable ones. This, at. least, was 
true until acute apprehension over. the 
Lusitania case was aroused by state- 
ments from Berlin that the German 
Government would not and could not 
accede to our demand that the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania be admitted to 
have been an illegal act, 

The forward movement which pre- 
ceded the break in prices resulting 
from concern over the intérnational 
situation was helped by. thé fact that 
the technical position of the market, 
while not entirely rectified, had none- 
theless been improved by ‘the January 
‘selling. That ted a situation 


once again to exert constructive in- 
fluence upon prices. It is hardly néc- 
‘essary to recite that.news in detail, 
for it was almost uniformly. favor- 
able. Company reports, including 
those of the railways, bank clearings, 
and much other trade data, confirmed 
previously prevailing opinion regard- 
.ing the current situation and the out- 
look in the business world. 

The continuance of these conditions 
is not doubted save by a few. It is 
no thought of any early check on 
general business in the United States 
which is responsible for the views of 
those. who -still adhere to a bearish 
attitude in respect to the stock mar- 
ket. This bearishness, so far as it is 
based on géneral considerations, : is 
due to the market’s technical condi- 
tion to which reference has already 
been made, and so far.as it is due 
to special considerationg it is based 
at the moment mainly on the possibil- 
ities in respect to our relations with 
Germany. Those who talked last week 
of what ‘they regarded as the prac- 
tical certainty of a severance of dip- 
lomatic relations did not see in this a 


market indefinitely. . 
in it, however, probable ground for’a 
sharp fall in prices were a break with 
Germany to come. This was a near 
view, for even in these circles it was 
not argued that a severance of dip- 
lomatic relations would lead to war, 
or that it would put any serious 
damper on business activity in this 
country. On the contrary it was felt 
by many that in some directions, par- 
ticularly in the direction in ‘which 
military preparation might make: it- 
self felt, manufacturing would. be 
stimulated rather than retarded. 


At the close of the week concern 
over our relations. with Germany was 
less acute'than on Friday, for Satur- 
day’s news led to'the conclusion that 
no immediate action was to be taken 
in Washington, and.that a way. might 
be found to bring ‘about an agreement 
between the two Governments.

Plan to Attract Savings of Wage 
Earners Announced.

“LONDON, Feb. 6.—The ‘stock market 
Was rather subdued in. the week just 
passed owing to the fact that there is 
small prospect of early decisive military 
happenings, while the Zeppelin visit 
tended to divert public attention. More- 
over,: investment funds are seeking Ex- 


dealings in Colonial Government bonds, 
resulting from the. removal of the min- 
ima, saved the Exchange from an ex- 
ceptionally unprofitable week. There was 
a fairly active turnover of Colonials, 
however, at prices ranging from 8 to 12 
points, and sometimes more, below the 
minima fixed for them up to last Sat- 
urday. 

British railway issues were slightly 
depressed as dividend announcements 
only just equaled expectations, and con- 
tained no favorable surprises. Semi- 
speculative securities were little favored, 
but there was some buying of Bastern 
Rand mining shares in response to re- 
ported good developments, 

The monetary situation is easy with a 
large volume of funds offered at 4 per 
cent. producing a fresh demand for 
Treasury bills, which had been checked 
by the recent period of money strin- 
gency. There was no improvement in 
discount business. 

The report of the committee on war 
loans for small investors, presided over 
by. E. H. Montagu, Financial Secretary 
of the Treasury, has been issued. It 
does not commend lottery bonds, al- 
though some members favor this method 
of securing money, nor does it consider a 
compulsory loan necessary or desirable. 
Compound interest at 5 per cent. per 
annum .is offered to wage earners on 
money left. with the Treasury for five 
years, and proposals are formulated for 
the establishment of local committees for 
thrift propaganda and to receive savings 
throughout the country.

FESTETICS DROPS HIS TITLE 


Gount, After Court Fight, Gains

Original f 
Called for a “Sunny Lawn” 
at Site of Station. 





SIMPLE BUILDING FAVORED 





Big, Formal Structure Declared to 
be Grotesque by Land- 
scape Architect. 





How, far a large building in Morning- 
side Park, which the ‘Board. of Water 
Supply and the Park Department are 
planning to erect for a pumping station, 
resting places, tool house, and comfort 
stations, would be out of accord with 
the original plans for laying out the 
park are shown, & friend of the parks 
pointed out yesterday, in a report made 
by Messrs. Olmsted and Vaux, at one 
time landscape architects of ‘the parks, 
on Oct. 11, 1873. The report gives the 
results of a study’ which they made of 
conditicns in Morningside Park with a 
view to submitting designs' for laying 
out the park. : 

**One of the chief reasons why the 
parks have been spoiled in many re- 
spects,"’ the person who called the mat- 
ter to the attention of THE Tims: said, 
**is that there is a tendency to depart 
| from the original designs. ° The result 
is that the parks are apt to be cluttered 
up- with all kinds of structures which 
are entirely out of place. It seems to 
me that the sketch of the proposed 
pumping station which I have seen 
shows. that it would be entirely out ‘of 
keeping with the rest of the park. The 
addition of comfort stations and a loggia 
at the request of the Park Department, 
making it very much larger, is entirely 
urmecessary, in my opinion.” .. 

Messrs. Olmsted and Vaux pointed out 
in their report that north of 120th 
Street, where it is proposed to build the 
pumping station, the park opens upon 
‘the only quiet, sunny lawn in the 
park.” ‘The site of the building is be- 
tween i2ist and 122d Streets. 

‘*It will be recognized,” the landscape 
architects said, ‘‘ that the variety. of 
scenery in the several divisions of the 
park is very marked. The visitor passes 
through the exotic luxuriance of the 
tropical garden, thence through dense 
masses of foliage~he comes upon the 


tectural and floral decorations; _-then 
through the wild, picturesque and som- 
bre walk along the foot of the ledge; 
then along the bright open lawn, simple 
in character and highly cultivated’; then, 
mounting the craggy. hillside, with its 
low growth of brilliant Alpine plants 
springing from the crevices of the rocks, 
and by a stairway up the vine-covered 
wall, he reaches the terrace road mall.” 

In describing the principal parts of 
the plan for Morningside Park, Messrs. 
Olmsted and Vaux reported as follows 
about the northern end of the park: 

The principal walk leading north- 
ward from this district will be observed 
near the middle of the plan, and is de- 
signed, as required by the fourth specifi- 
cation, to be formed in an excavation 
along the foot of the ledge. Although 
broad and not indirect in course, it is to 
be deeply shaded and to have a wild, 
picturesque, and secluded character until 
it reaches the second walk, crossing from 
east to west, at 120th Street. 

Immediately beyond this point it 
opens upon the only quiet, sunny lawn 
in the park. This is bordered by shrub- 
bery and powering plants, and a chalet 
for refreshments is built on the ‘rocks 
overhanging it on the west. Leading 
westward from the lawn, the walk as- 
cends by steps a rocky defile, the Alpine 
ground of the fifth specification, be- 
yond which the entrances to the park 
from Tenth Avenue are reached. On 
the upper side of the park, at the best 
ie for enjoying the distant prospect 
© the eastward, balconies are built out, 
from four of which staircases give ac- 
cess to walks in the park below.’ 

The placing of a building on the par- 
ticular site selected, which the Board 
of Water Supply engineers say is made 
necessary by geological conditions, would 
be most detrimental to the appearance 
of the park, as planned originally, land- 
scape architects declare. “ But if there 
must be & building there,” one of them 
asserted, “make ‘it as simple as pos- 
sible. The idea of a great, big, formal 
building, such as the one planned, is 
grotesque.”’
